The inventions of claims 1, 3-5, 9 and 12 do not appear to be novel based on documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes a CCR3 modulator, which is a compound represented by 
Formula (I) that is useful as a preventive / therapeutic drug for asthma and allergic diseases. One such 
compound, N((3H)-2-ethylquinazolin-4-on-3-yl)-N'-[(lR,2S)-2[[(3S)-3-(4- 

fluorophenyl)methyl)pipemdinyl]methyl]cyclohexyl]-xirea is equivalent to the compound described in 
claim 12; this cannot be distinguished from the drugs described in claims 1, 3-5 and 9 with respect to 
the points of active ingredient and medical usage. Moreover, document 2 describes various phosphoric 
diester derivatives; one portion of them is equivalent to the compound described in claim 12. 

The inventions of claims 2, 6-8, 10, 1 1 and 13 are neither described nor suggested in documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR, and the novelty and inventive step thereof cannot be refuted by documents 1 
and 2.

The inventions relating to claims 1, 3-5 and 9-12 are inventions for a drag having as an active 
ingredient a compound represented by General Formula (1-1) or a compound represented by General 
Formula (I), which is substantially similar in scope to the compound represented by General Formula 
(1-1); however, only a small portion of the compounds and drugs described in the inventions of claims 
1, 3-5 and 9-12 are supported by the specification in the sense of PCT Article 6 and fully disclosed in 
the specification in the sense of PCT Article 5. 
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
